TP = is certainly the firft Sermon that hath been 


dedicated to you, and is my ſecond Attempt to Re- 

= form the Pulpit, and therefore *tis ſuppos'd' that 
you will look on a preſent of this Nature to be 6 Ride: that 
its Novelty will ſurprize you : You will poſſibly Fancy 1 
o about to Court your good Opinion, as all Authors do 
by their Dedications ;, but I do aſſure you, I ſhar't ſtoop 
ſo low, for I neither have nor deſire to have any Obligation 
to yon. This is the firſt Dedication that was ever made 
without Intereſt, by ſo much the more valuable, in that 
it contains neither diſguis'd nor corrupted Conceptions. 1 have 
been long weary of ſeeingy, Authors Sacrifice ro ſuch as 
Per aps came ſhort of you in Aer, allur'd by Hopes of 
enſions, and Recompences they ſcarce ever attain to. It is not 
long ſince I ſaw a deſerving Perſon, ' Purchaſe at a very dear 
Race, a Place under a * Macena, yet was —_—

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by the Intreagues of a prating Paraſite that had made a Party 
amongſt his Servants ; but honeſt Catch, ſhall we wonder 
that Men thus Look one Way and Rom another, When even Beaſts 
(1 mean Ox-— and Bull —) were ſuch meer Court or Pro- 
teus Cattle, that they never appear'd Two Mours in the 
Jame Mind or Shape; then (Sir Hangman) let me per- 
ſwade you to read The Funeral Sermon for thoſe Two 
Beaſts, that are to be ſlaughter'd upon Tower-Hill, next 
Seſſion of Parliament, and that with your own proper 
Fiſt : For *tis here you'l find thoſe Two Beaſts Ox 
and Bull (not in their own Similitude, but like

Thing you meet; what a ſtrange Metamorphoſis is this ! 
But, Sir, you muſt take 'em as you find 'em, ſeeing you 
have here their true Character, tho' in borrow'd Sha 

By which it appears that we are ſo groſly Miſtaken in 
one another, that we often Diſcourſe with Beaſts, when 
we think we Converſe with Men; and therefore I cou'd 
not compare Ox and Bull—— to any Thing more 
properly than to unnatural Brute Beaſts, made to be 


taken and deſtroy'd ; or if the Smile does not run on 


all Fours, 'tis Charity (as ſome call it) to lend a 
Crutch to a lame Conceit. Then if any one doubt whe- 
ther the late Miniſtry and Beaſts are Synonimous Terms 
let them read the lewd Character of Or —— and 
Bull „in the following Sermon, and they'l not doubt 
their being Two humane Beaſts ; for, as Ariſtotle well ob- 
| ſerves, © whoſoever is govern'd by a Man without a 
© Law, (Which ſeem'd to be our Caſe when Ox 
© and Bull ruld the State) is govern'd by a Man, 
© and by a Beaſt: However, having heard many humane 
Beaſts in the Equipage of Lords, decla”d to be Ratio- 
nal Creatures, I was tempted to beſtow a Funeral Ser- 
mon upon thoſe Two Beaſts, Ox and Bull 
and certainly 1 have as much Reaſon for this Undertaking, 
as thoſe Paraſites have to dignify ſuch Beaſts with a 
Panegyrick as have nothing to prove they are Men, but 
their humane Shape; which was the Caſe of Ox 
and Bull, for the Four Years they Bellow'd ile 
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wiſe and faithful Miniſtry, and Hunch'd and Goar'd her 
Majeſty's beſt Subjects. And therefore, Catch, we have 
reaſon to think ſuch State-Monſters (or Humane Beaſts) 
will never rightly underſtand themſelves, till they come 
under your Hands? They are not ſo honeſt in their Pro- 
feſſion as you are in yours; none more punctually execu- 
ting the Orders of Juſtice, whoſe principal Pillar you are. 
I do not go about to maintain a Paradox, nor with Iſocrates, 
and other Orators, commend a Fever, the Gout, or a Ter- 
tian Ague. It ſeems to me, that you may be very con- 
ſcientiouſly applauded, if for no other Reaſon, that you 
bring many into the Right Way, (as 'tis hop'd you will 
Ox — and Bull— in a ſhort time) who are now 
fattening for your Slaughter-Houſe on Tewer-Hill, as 
Bungey and W—tor are for that at Tyburn ; and as beiter 
Loyaliſts, and honeſter Men have been often hang'd, *tis 
no matter how ſoon they were ſent thither: For, Catch, 
tho? you hang up their Bodies for two falſe Brethren, for

of Ruin and Deſtruction, and when in all humane Appear-

ance there is no averting the approaching Storm, even then 
the Lord knows how to deliver his. But, ſaith the Apo- 
ſtle, for the Wicked and Unjuſt, when they have run their 
Lengths, (for they have a Meaſure to fill up) they ſhall 
not eſcape the juſt Judgment of God, and to reſerve the 
Unjuſt nnto the Day of Judgment, to be pumſhed, And ſome 
more than others, as thoſe who have been the chief In- 


ſtruments ia carrying on their black and helliſh Deſigns : 


Theſe ſhall have Judgment without Mercy; but chiefly 
them that walk after the Fleſh, in the Luſt of Uncleanneſs, and 
deſpiſe Government; preſumptuous are they, ſelf-willed, the 

are not afraid to ſpeak evil of Dignities; as being the greate 

Sinners and Miſleaders of the reſt. As if the Apoſtle had 
ſaid, That all unrighteous and unjuſt Men ſhall indeed ſuf- 
fer Puniſhment, but thoſe moſt certainly and moſt heavi- 
ly who have given themſelves up to the Luſt of Unclean- 
neſs ;, that break thro Governmeat, trample on Dignities, 
and that after a moſt bold and impudent manner. Altho 
all Sinners may deſervedly fear the Judgment of God, 
yet theſe moſt certainly may expect the Severity of that 
Judgment. And this Sin of theirs the Apoſtle aggravates, 
by a Compariſan between them and the Angels of God; 


Whereas Angeli which are greater in Power and Might, bring 


not 4 railing Accuſation agu them before the Lord, v. 11. 
i. e. Alcho' the Angels of God do ſo far exceed thofe 
Dignities in Power, yet do they not ſpeak Evil of them; 
but theſe Men, tho' of a mean Extract, and far inferior 
to them in Power, do not only endeavour to undermine 
| and break thro' the Conſtitution of Government, but do 
moſt impioully revile and reproach even Digaities them- 
| ſelves. And therefore the Apoſtle further aggravates 
| their Sin, by a new (but moſt fic) Compariſon, in the 
| Words of my Text, But theſe as natural Brute Beaſts made 
to be taken and deſtroyed, ſpeak Evil of things that they under - 
| ſtand not, and ſhall utterly periſh in their own Corruption. 


Theſe Words are a Similicude, and contain a Deſcrip- | 
tion of Natural Brute Beaſts, which is not only an Emblem 


of falſe Teachers, but of any who at the Helm of Affairs 
ſhall abuſe that great Truſt repoſed in chem; and _ 
| 8 |; OWs 
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however dignihed and advanced, are no better than Brute 
Beat, tho in Humane Shape. The Deſcription of theſe 
Brute Beaſts contains three things. 

Firſt, Their inward Nature, expreſſed by a Negation, 
that they are void of Reaſon [Brute Beat.] or Men of 
brutiſh or beaſtly Qualities. 

Secondly, Their Acts or Operations, which are ſaid to 
proceed not from Counſel, but from Nature [ Natural 
Brute Beafts)] who follow only their Senſual Inclination, 
and Conduct of their Carnal Appetite, like Brute Beaſts, 
which are led by Senſe and not by Reaſon or judgment; 


theſe give up themſelves to filthy Luſts. 


Thirdly, Their End unto which they are deſigned, which 
is Deſtruction [made to be talen and deſtroyed}'s. e. ap- 
pointed for the Prey, as Veſſels of Wrath fitted to De- 
ſtruction, Rom. 9. 22. The Apoſtle here alludes to ſuch 
Beaſts as are kept not for Sight or Delight, but to be 
hunted,baited, and deſtroyed. As to theſe their feeding is only 


+ - to fattea and make them ready for the End unto which 


they were appointed. | 

All which are anſwerable in theſe Beaſt- like Men, as fol- 
loweth. For, | 

Firft, They are void of Judgment, [they underſtand not.], 
they are Men of brutiſh Underſtanding, little differing 
from the Beaſts, . 1 

Secondly, They are carried away by their violent and 
corrupt Paſſion, to ſpeak Evil, [ /peaking Evil of things that 
they underſtand not}, i. e. the Myſteries of pure Religion, 
whereof they are ſtupidly ignorant. For what otherwiſe 
can be ſaid of ſome, who ſhall not only brand it with the 
Name of Schi/m, but count the Profeſſors thereof as abo- 
minable Schiſmaricks ; or elſe theſe were doing all that the 
could to overthrow the Conſtitution, by blackening thoſe 
Digaities appointed of God. And thus both Ox—— ' 
and Bull „ as Natural Brute Beaſts, have roar'd a- 
gainft the Succeſſion, untill they had almoſt rnig'd the 
Conſtitution.— And therefore, * | 
Thirdly, By this means they are and ſhall be brought to 
their deſerved End, i. e. Deſtruction and Death, 2 

ä | | ſhall. 
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2 fhall utterly periſh in their own Corruption ], which they have 


brought upon themſelves, or which naturally befalls them 
for their ſinful Courſes, Gal. 6.8. Theſe are reſolute and 


Headſtrong in their Beaſtly Practices, untill at laſt they 


are entangled, inſnared and deſtroyed. For theſe being 
under a Divine Infatuation, are reſtleſs till they have 
"brought about their own Deſtruction; For this cauſe, God 
" ſhall ſend thera ſtrong Deluſions, that they ſhould believe a Lye 
that they all might be damned who believe not the Truth, 
hut had Pleaſure in Unrighteouſneſs, 2Theſl. 2. 11, 12. Theſe 
were made to be deſtroyed, deſigned for the Slaughter, 
who were of old ordained to this Condemnation, Jude 4. The 
whole of which is, that as Brute Beafts which have no 
"Reaſon, follow their brutiſh Appetite till it leads them 
into Deſtruction, and where they ſougbt their Meat they 
find their Death; fo theſe not being guided by Reaſon, much 
leſs by the Spirit of God, but meerly by the Sway of their 
natural Inclination, bring upon themſelves that Deſtruc- 


tion they have deſerved, and whereunto they were ap- |: 


pointed. 1 ; 5 | 
The Words thus conſider'd, afford us theſe Three 
Doctrines. 1 wit \- 
Fir, That Men may ſo far degenerate, by giving up 
themſelves to Luxury, Uncleanneſs, and other impians 
Practices, as in the Eye of God and Man, to become no

We find in Scrip- 
ture that wicked Men are oft compar'd unto Brute Beaſts, 
„ Dogs, Swine, Foxes, Wolves, Bulls, &c. but what theſe 
Beaſts are that the Apoſtle alludes to, whether Ox or Bull, 
or both, or neither, I ſhall not determine, but refer you 
to the Apoſtles Deſcription : And, 
Firſt, We find them unclean Beaſts ;, but chiefly them that walk 
after the Fleſh in the Luſt of Uncleanneſs, &c. Ver. 10. i. e. 
After the Motions and Luſts of their own corrupt Nature, 
which tends to the uncleanneſs of Life; theſe are full of 
the] Luſts and Uncleanneſs of the Fleſh , not only full of vici- 
ous Motions and corrupt Inclinations to fleſhly and carnal 
Enjoyments, but there is a Reſignation and giving up of 
themſelves to their Beaſt-like Practices, therefore are they 
Aid to walk after the Fleſh in the Luſt of Uncleanneſs; they 
are devoted to their fleſhly Luſt, and probably unnatural 
ones too, giving themſelves over to Fornication, and going after 


| ſtrange Fleſh, &c. Jude 7. We read in Herodotus of a People 


who” thought Carnal Copulation lawful enough in their Temples, 


* becauſe they obſerv'd that Beaſts that were brought to and 
; kept in Temples for Sacrifices, made no Conſcience of it. So 


Pontus Houterus, of Delph in Holland, grounding eſpeci- 
ally upon the Cuſtom of Brute Beafts, wow'd infer the 
lawfulneſs of Inceſt among Men, which is very horrible! 
What Beaſts thele are, Judge ye; but Whoremongers and 
Adulterers God will Judge, Heb. 13. 4. Good God, what a 
terrible Text is here, God will judge all, but more eſpeci- 
ally the Adulterer. Do you hear you Adulterers, God 
will Judge you, and your Sentence will be heavier than 
other Mens; O ye Beaſts, for when ſuch ſhall abaſe them- 
ſelves and proſtitute their Souls to be Receptacles of 
Uncleannefs, I ſay, when ſich ſhall give themſelves over 
to their filthy Luſts, they fall below that of a Man, and 


deſorve no better Name thai Bea. *Tis Storied of Alex- 
ander, that being invited to run a Race among the com- 
mon Multitude, as a common Man, reply'd, were I not the 
. Son of 4 Kitg, I did not Care what Company I kept, but 
being he Sen of 4 Prince, my Company muſt. be ſuitable to 
y Birth ; even ſo your „ of a noble Extract, and

Sin that Vagabond 
and Idle Beg gar wou'd feign converſe with you; Luſt } 
wou'd viciate your Aﬀections, and Metamorphyxe you 
into a Beaſt; and what follows but everlaſting Burnings, for 
Adulterers, that burn in Luſt, muſt burn in Hell. I have read 
a Story of a young Virgin, that being tempted by a luſtful 
young Man to the act of Uncleanneſs, he being very ear- | 
neſt with her to commit that Sin, ſhe gave him this An- 


will then ſatisfy your Demand. He told her he would, then 
ſaid ſhe, I deſire you would put your Finger for a whole Hour to 
burn in this Candle. Oh, faith the Man, that is an unrea- 
ſonable Thing that you ask, Tis true, ſaid ſhe, it is, but 
you ask me 4 Requeſt more unreaſonable, to ſatisfy you in a Thing 
for which I ſhall not only burn an Hour, but for ever, in the un- 
quenchable fire of Hell; and yet you will run the Hazard, and 
venture the loſs of your precious Souls for a filthy Luſt and 
Pleaſure.

add Perjury to Uncleanneſs, then what ſhall we ſay to that

N Sparpow (the moſt laſcivious of all Creatures, as is ob- 
Aerv'd by fome Naturaliſts towards its Mate) began to 
- quarrel with God Almighty, that he had made him a 
Man, and not a Sparrow. BUR 7 ; 
But ſuch Conjugal ' Beaſts will do well to remember, 
_ marry'd* Wanton (alias Goat) in ſome Sence may 
be fan to commit Whoredom with his own Wife, or 
- in- plainer Engliſh, may turn the Innocent and allowable 
Freedoms in Marriage, into a Sort of Adultery, by his 
- undue and unſeaſonable Enjoyments. Alarriage is honou- 
rale in all, and the Bed undefil d, Heb. 13. 4. And there- 
ore the great Care both of Husband and Wife ſhou'd be 
4 2 to 
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to be chaſte in Marriage, to abhor all wanton Speeches, 
and unfit Incentives of Luſt, and to be ſober, ſeaſonable 
and regular in the Uſe of the Marriage Bed. They 
ſhou'd beware leſt they make that Ordinance which is the 
Remedy of Impure Affections, to be the Nurſe and Exci- 
tor of them, they mnſt not think that their Relation 
doth Legitimate every Folly which they can perpetrate, 
or that inordinate or. immoderate Pleaſures can ever agree 
with the Bed undefildd ; a Man may be a wicked Drunk- 


ard with his own Drink, and a wretched Beaſt in his 


own Marriage-Bed. I might here bring in Divines of late, 
Fathers of old, yea, Philoſophers themſelves, agreeing in 
their Cenſures of theſe . Extravagancies, . and telling 
us, that the Pleaſures of Marriage ſhow'd be ſerious, 
circumſpe®?, and mixt with Severity, and that an Intempe- 
rate Man in Wedlock differs little from an Adulterer : But 
deſigning a diſtinct Sermon upon Due Benevolence, in hopes 
to promote Chaſtity in that State of Life, wherein Men 
and Women, if they firſt ſay Grace, think they may fall 
to as they pleaſe : I ſhan't here enlarge upon the Niece 
Point of Conjugal Venery, deſigning in the formention'd 
Sermon to ſhew with what Caution and Decency a 
young. and. unexperienc'd Couple ſhou'd act, that they 
might not exceed the chaſte and lawful uſe of the Mar- 


riage-Bed ; but I can't forbear at preſent to remind Ox---- 
an 


and Bull —, that tho' the Moderate uſe of the Marriage- 
is in it ſelf Innocent, and in ſome Caſes a Real Duty, yet that 


*twere to be wiſl'd that they that are deſtin d to the Study 


of Nature or Marriage, were fuch as had attain'd by their 


_ Years to ordinary Diſcretion, and were well- grounded in 


Religion. 

Secondly, We find them ungovernable, unruly Beaſts : They 
are ſaid to Deſpiſe Government, Ver. 10. as the Ox or Bull 
that breaks through Fences, and lays all open before em 
to feed where they pleaſe ; theſe who when Fat, are ſtrong 
and powerful, like the Bulls of Baſhan, and how miſchie- 
vous have theſe Beaſts been to Government ? The ſacred 
Fences of our Laws they have broke through, and no 

them. Our Encloſures they have 
7 er trodden 
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trodden down and made us a Common, « Deſart for wiid 
Beaſts to paſs thro'; theſe are bold and daring Beaſts, _ 
ſtubborn and refractory, addicted to their own Ways, and 
therefore will not berul'd: O Ox! O Bull! O Beaſt ! 3 
Thirdly, They are wanton Beaſts, Beaſts given to Lux- x- 
ury, As they count it pleaſure to riot in the day time; Spots they © 
are and Blemiſhes, ſporting themſelves with their own Deceivings, 
while they feaſt with yon, Verſ. 13. Their Luxury is here 
aggravated by three Things, + 
Firſt, By the Adjunct of Pleaſure, As they count it plea- 
fare; which conſiſts either in decking or adorning the Bo— 
dy, exceſſive eating and drinking, obſcene Diſcourſes, adul- 
terous Glances, unchaſt and wanton Songs, reading filthy _ 
Books, which is a kind of contemplative Fornication, immo- 
deft Dancing, where the Eye, the Hand, the Foot, and 
all meeting and embracing as an #nducement to Fornication | 
and Adultery, with that abominable Practice of Maſque- + 
rading. Theſe thus pleaſing themſelves, are placing their 
Happineſs in preſent Enjoyment, - but unmindſul of a future 
Reckoning, and an Eternal State. | 
Second!y, It is aggravated by the Adjunct of Time, which 
was the Day Time, as they count it pleaſure to riot in the day 
time; this ſhows their Impudence, and that they have cat 
off all Shame; whereas ordinary Sinners are wont to chuſe 
the Night for their Works of Darkneſs, Ephel. 35, 3h 
They that be drunken are drunken in the Night, Theſ. 5. 7. To 
riot in the Day Time, is contrary to the Courſe of many 
ungodly Men, who durſt not ſhow their Sins in the Light, 
For every one that doth Evil, hateth the Light, neither cometh 
to the Light, left his Deeds ſhould be reproved, John 3. 20. 
But theſe as natural Brute Beaſts, they fear not God, nor 
regard Man : But, 
Thirdly, It is aggravated by the Effect, That they did 
by this Means, as Spot, and Blemiſhes, not only defile them- 
ſelves, but thoſe with whom they were converſant z Sport- 
they are and Blemiſhes; theſe are blemiſhes indeed to the 
Church whereof they profeſs themſelves Members; thefe 
are Sons of the Church, 52 are ſporting themſelves with 
their own Decetvings, while they feaſt with you. i. e. Making 
v9 "= | Bs merry 
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merry with what they have cheated you of ; a fair De- 
ſcription of theſe Beaſts (whether Ox or BA) whoſe Plea- 
ſures have been ſupported by unjuſt and unlawful Gain. 

W hat a dreadful Surprize will theſe wanton Beaſts meet 
with e er long, who live a Life of Senſuality and Riot? 
Theſe think their Day will never be over, and to Morrow 


ſhall be as this Day, and much more abundant, Iſa. $6. 12. 


And thus it was before the Flood, They were eating and 
drinking, and marrying and giving in Marriage, till the Flood 
came and deſtroyed them all, Luke 17. 27. Theſe were wal- 
lowing in ſenfual Pleaſures, a very unfit Poſture to meer 
with Death; ſucha Frame and Temper doth molt indiſpoſe 
the Heart, and therefore you have that Charge, Take heed 
to your ſelves, leſt at any Time your Hearts be overcharged with 
Surfeiting and Drunkenneſs, and the Cares of this Life, and fo 
that Day come upon you unawares, Luke 21. 34. For in the 
midſt of all your Enjoyments, when at the greateſt heighth 
of Proſperity, when Affiiftions ſeem to be the furtheſt off,, then 
will God meet with you, and this will be moſt bitter, becauſe 
ye thought all was ſure: Such will ſuffer an unſpeakable 
Change, Your Feaſt will be turned into mourning, your Songs 


into Lamentations, your Loins ſhall be cover d with Sack-cloth, 


Baldneſs upon your Heads, and the End thereof as a bitter Day, 
Amos 8. 10. | | 
Fourthly, They are greedy Beaſts, An Heart they have 


'? exerciſed with covetou Practices; curſed Children.y.1 4. Covetous 


Hearts, Hearts ever exercis'd with covetous Practices, Tea, 
they are greedy Dogs that can never have enough, 11a. 56. 11. 
Their Hearts are wholly intent on getting Gain, altho* by 
it they endanger both Soul and Body; for they that will be 
rich fall into Temptation and a Snare, and into many fooliſh and 
— _ Luſts, which drown Men in Deftrnttion and Perdition, 
rt lim. 6. 9. However, theſe are reſolv'd to be rich, let 
it colt what it will, and much they will get by it, for they 
are like to fall into a Snare, a n let em get out of it 
how they can, it's well if it does not end in their De- 
ſtruction. O ye Beaſts ! Tou greedy Beaſts ! You would be 
rich, altho? you ruin'd whole Kingdoms for it : How ma- 
ny have you made poor, o make your ſelyes rich? And 

| what 
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' What would you not ſacrifice to ſatisfy your Luſts? And af- 
ter all, tho? by your unjuſt Gains, you have increas'd your 
Eſtates, gotten large Revenues and Titles of Honour, yet if 
you fall into the Snare and loſe your Life, your God and 
your Souls, you'll have but # poor Bargain on't at laſt; 
For what is a Man profited if he ſhall gain the whole World and © 
loſe bis own Soul, or what ſhall a Man give in exchange for bis 
Soul, Mat. 16. 26. N. 
Fifthly, They are fierce and cruel Beaſts, and ſuch were 
thoſe who beſet David; Many Bulls bave compaſſed me, 
ſtrong Bulls of Baſhan have beſet me round; they gaped upon me 
with their Months as a ravening and a roaring Lion, Pſ. 2212, 1 3. 
who breath'd ont nothing but Blood and Slaughter ; Evil 
Beaſts, Tit. 1. 1 2. i. e. Men who are ſo far from Chriſtianity, that 
they have even diveſted themſelves of the very Principles 
of Humanity; theſe are the only Beaſts made uſe of in 
Satan's Service, Inſtruments of Cruelty are in their Habitations, 
Gen. 49. 5. Yea, and their render Mercies are eruel, Prov. 
12. 10. What then muſt their Cruelties be? Greedy Beaſts 
are ever cruel Beaſts, for Covetouſneſs and Cruelty are ever 
inſeparable, what will not the coverous Beaſt. ſacrifice to ſa- 
tisfy bis greedy Deſires. Thus the Beaſt Hazacl to glut | 
his inſatiable Thirſt, murders and deſtroys not only his 
Maſter, but makes dreadful Havock with the Children of 
Jſraclz tho' aforetime he abhor'd ſuch bloody Actions, 
looking upon it as more Beaſi- lile than human; for when 
the Prophet tells of the Evil chat he ſhould do to 7ſrael, in 
firing their ſtrong Holds, ſlaying their young Men with 
the Sword, daſhing their Children in Pieces, and riping up 
thoſe wich Child, Muat (ſaith he) is thy Servant a Dog, that 
he (hould do this great thing, 2 Kings 8. 12, 13. Yes, ſuch 
a Dog he was, for tho' at that Time he did abhor ſuch 
barbarous, curſt and cruel Actions; yet when he came to 
be advanc'd, bis Honors chang d his Marners, and he be- 
came .a molt ſavage devouring Beaſt; and ſuch were our 
thriving Beaſts, both Ox and Bull, who became both curſt 
and cruel when. too well fed in their rich Paſtures; the 
Allies, with the poor Barcelonians, can tell a large Story 
of their Cruelty : How bardly have theſe Beaſts puſh'd at that 
— ever | 
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ever victorious General, the Duke of Marlborough ? What 
violent puſhes have they made againſt the Hanover Succeſſion 
employing both Tongues and Pens in every Place againſt it; 
> How have they gor'd this brave and gallant Nation on 
* every Side? So that from all Parts we were bleeding, and 
juſt almoſt expiring, and muſt inevitably have given up the 
'? Ghoſt, had not Heaven it ſelf interpoſed and ſept in for 
our Relief. Curſed be their Anger for it was fierce, and their 
Wrath for it was cruel, Gen. 49. 7. 
Sixthly, They are fat and well-fed Beaſts, and therefore 
the more fit for the Slaughter. Theſe, by David, are call'd ſtrong 
Balls of Baſhan, P.. 22. 12. Baſban was an excellent Paſture in 
; Og's Countrey, but afterwards the Jews by Conqueſt; in 
> this Paſture was bred and fed, fat ſtrong and powerful 
Cattle, and ſuch were David's Enemies, Men of Might 
and power; much ſuch are thefe who are grown fat by their 
' Spoils and Oppreſſions: For among my People are found wicked 
Alen; they lay wait 4s he that ſetteth Snares, they ſet a Trap to 
catch Men; they are waxen fat, they ſhine, Jer. 5. 26, 28. And 
well they may, ſince they have almoſt devour'd the whole 
Land. O ye deſtroyers of mine Heritage, becauſeiye are grown fat 
as the Heifer at Graſs, and bellow as Bulls, Jer. 55. 11. There- 
fore ſaith the Lord, I have lay d 4 Snare for thee, and thou 
art alſo taken LO. B.] and thou waſt not aware; thou art 
found and alſo caught, becauſe thou haſt ſtriven againſt the 
Lord, Jer. 5. 24. Theſe have gotten Wealth unjuſtly, and 
an Eſtate by Treachery ; theſe are now grown great, fat and 
powerful, but in the Heighth of all their Jollity, e er they 
were aware, they are ſnared and taken in their own Ways, 
This is the Lord's doing, it is marvellous in our Eyes, Pſal. 
118. 23. "2 | 
' Seventhly, They ate Monſtrous Beaſts, to ſee a Beaſt with 
the Face of a Man and the Tail of a Bull, wou'd it not ſeem a 
Monſter ? to ſee a Beaſt in human Shape, and yet walk like 
2 Bull, act like a Bull, nay, a Town-Bull, to gore and roar 
lite a Bull, is not this a Monſter ? A Man, an Ox, 4 Bull, 
is no Monſter; but if you make a Beaſt of all theſe, what is 
- it then but a Monſter. A Beaſt engender'd againſt the Courſe 
' of Nature, that's a Menſter; but eſpecially when there is ſo 
gf eats many 
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many uncouth Shapes, of which it is compoſed. Such 
Monſters in Sin and Wickedneſs are theſe of which the 
Apoſtle ſpeaks, that go after ſtrange Fleſh, filthy Drea- 
mers, baving Eyes full of Adultery, that cannot ceaſe from 
Sin; i. e. never ſatisfy'd& with looking upon, or ſtil] Jook- 
ing about for ſuch Objects as may inflame their Luſts, or 
ſeeking with their wanton Looks to entice others. In 
theſe things they corrupt themſelves as natural Brute 
Beaſts, Much like theſe are our late Monſters, who being 
paſt feeling, have given themſelves over unto Laſciviouſneſs, 
20 work all Uncleanneſs with greedineſs, Eph. 4. 19. yea, they 
ant - do the Deeds of the Wicked. ; & 

Thus we have in ſeven Particulars deſcribed theſes N- 
tural Brute Beaſts, whoſe Reſemblances is not unlike either 
Ox or Bul It remains therefore that this be

Irſt then, this ſhould teach us the evil and abominable 
F Nature of Sin, in that it turnt Man into a Beat, lt 
was this Sin that toſs'd Nebuchadnezzar from the Throne, 
and made him eat Grafs like an Ox. O Sin! Sin ! what an 
extreme Evil is it? Therefore let's not look upon Sin 
with ſlight and indifferent Thoughts. It hath made An- 
gels Devils, and Men Beaſts, and will make us Devils too, 
if not prevented by a timely Repentance.

many ſhameful Practices. It is a Truth indeed, in that 
Book I have been counted ſome few Grains too light; the 
which at this time I hope to attone for, by my Behaviour, 
which ſhall be with all that Seriouſneſs which becomes a 
Subject of this nature. And therefore to be plain, I 
muſt tell you, that you have acted like unruly ungoverna- 
ble Bea##s; in what you have done, and not done, you 
have almoſt undone a flouriſhing Kingdom: You know

Beaſt,. or a Devil, would have boaſted, that he had gotten 
in the Mornirg the Schiſm-B ll ſjgn'd, at Neon a Bottle, and 
at Night a Whore? Drunkenneſs and Whoring, it ſeems, 
is no Sin, but what you thro' Malice and Ignorance cal} 
Schiſm, that's a damnable one. Your Debaucheries and 
filthy Race-hunting at Greenwich, are too ſhameful to 
mention on this Occaſion, only this, you ſeem to be upon 
the ſpur for Hell, and take more Pains to be damn'd, than 
ever I have done to be lay'd You weary your ſelves for ve- 
ry Vanities z too much Pains to be laid out for nothing, or 
that which is worſe than nothing, W hat Sweat and Toil 
for a Luſt, and ſpend all your Strength for Hell ? What 
can be che Effects of ſuch a Beaſtly Life as this, but a diſ- 
eaſed Body, a poor Eſtate, a blemiſh'd Name, a damned 
Soul, and the murdering of other Souls alſo? and then thou 
killeſt two at once. Thou doſt not only deprive thy ſelf, 
but another of Salvation too; and what a fearful thing is 
it to be an Inſtrumem to draw another into Hell and _

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leſs Miſery. Beſides, by this Example of yours, many 
others are provoked to live as wickedly and dye as miſe- 
rably as your ſelves; and this will be a double Hell to you, 
who ſhall be damned not only for your own Sins, but for 
others alſo. It is ſtoried of A«ſtine, that he made this 
his Prayer in one of his Books, Lord, deliver me from 
my other Mens Sins; believing that when he came to Judg- 
ment, he ſhould not only anſwer for his own, but the Sins 
75 others, becauſe by his Example he had been the occaſion 
of 'em. 3 
O Ox! O Bull! what's become of all your Politicks, 
who have I know not how, gotten (I can't fay ſecur'd ) 
eat Eſtates for this Life, but ye have made no Proviſion 
r the next? Natural Brute Beaſts indeed; and yet nei- 
ther are ye like to be ſo happy as the Brute Beats, who 
it is to be feared, will have your Portion in the Lake that 
burns for ever. Who in their Senſes would run the Ha- 
ard not only of his Life in this World, but venture the 
Loſs of God, Chriſt, Heaven, and Glory; and not only fo, 
but of undergoing the Torments of Hel), for a pleaſura- 
ble Vanity, or a fleſhly Luſt. Ye will rather loſe God 
than loſe a Luſt, than leave a Whore, than be without a 
Title of Honour, or a conſiderable Eſtate that comes in 
by anjuſt Gain. . 
It is ſtoried of Lyſimacus, King of Lacedemenia, that 
being at the Head of an Army, the Weather being hor, 
and ſo dry that the whole Army was ready to dye with 
Thirſt, and this King was forced to ſurrender himſelf, his 
Army, and his Kingdom into his Enemies Hands for 4 
draught of Mater; but when he had drank his Water, he 
breaks out, O how (bort a Pleaſure is this, that for one 
_ of Water I have loſt a Glorious Kingdom ! Much more 
Reaſon will you have to complain than Lyſimacas, that 
you Joſt Heaven and Happineſs for a Cup, tor a Luſt, for 
an Eſtate, or a Title of Honour. O what have you loſt for 
a few ſhort-liv'd Pleaſures ! and what have ye gotten in 
the room of that which ye have loſt! Not only Shame 
and Diſgrace in this World, (with an everlaſting Blot and

Bleſſed be the 
LORD, who bath not given us 4 Prey to their Teeth ; our 
Soul is eſcaped as a Bird out of the Snare of the Fowlers ; 
the Snare is broken, and we are eſcaped. Pf. 24.6, 7. 
 DoA&.2. That Beaſt-like Sins brings Men to Beaſt- like 
Ends; or, if you will, that ſuch Sinners are oft ſo intan- 
gled by their Sins, that it brings about their Ruin and 
Deſtruction, like as Brute Beaſts are ſnared and taken to 
be deſtroyed, [made to be taken and deſtroyed} theſe may 
at laſt take up this Lamentation, and ſay, The Yoke of my 
Tranſgreſſions is bound by kis Hand : they are wreathed, and 
come upon my Neck: he hath made my Strength to fall; the 
Lord hath delivered me into their Hands, from whom 1 am 
not able to rife up, Lam. 1. 14. Thus the Wicked is ſnared by 
the Tranſgreſſion of his Lips, but the Juſt ſhall come out ef Trou- 
ble, Pro, 12. 13. 1

This old Fox, you muſt know, 
had a mighty Mind to dethrone David, (tho? for what rea- 
ſon I know not) and to ſet up « Pretender in his room, and 
therefore employs all his Politicks in the Intereſt of the 
young Gentleman Abſalom, whom he knew had a mighty 
Itch for the Kingdom, which had prov'd fatal to poor Da- 
vid, had not the Lord turn'd his Counſel into Fooliſhnefs, 
for Achitophel (who was the principal Author, or at leaſt 
the Fomenter of that Conſpiracy) ſitting as Preſident of the 
Council, adviſes in the firſt Place to « curſed public inceſtu- 
ous Action, 2, Sam.

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A ſecond Inſtance is Shimei, that dead Dog who bark'd 
at godly David, 2 Sam. 16. 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 16. A curſt 
Cur, for he comes forth curſing, and throws Stones as well 
as Curſes at David as he paſſed along to Bahurim of Benja- 
min, not far from er and this he doth, tho' all 
David's Men of War were round about to guard him, 
which ſhows him to be a mad Dog, and therefore deſery'd 
to be hang'd out of the Way, and indeed Abiſpai won'd 
fain have been at it, his Fingers itcht to take off that Dog's 
Head, and would have done it had not David reſtrain'd 
. him, Yerſ. g. yet on he goes, not only curſing and caſting 
Stones, but he rails at and reproaches David, And thus ſaid 
Shimei when he curſed, Come out, come out thou bloody Man, 
and thou Man of Belial, Verſ. 7. which was notoriouſly 
falſe, yet thoſe Shafts ſhot at Random by Shimes, wounded 
poor David, and added Afﬀiction to Affliction; nor would 
this Dog leave off, for he ſtill follows barking at David's 


Heels as long as he could, And as David and his Men went 


by the Way, Shimei went along on the Hills fide. over againſt 


him, and curſed as he went, and threw Stones at him, and caſt 
duſt, v. 13. A Malevolent CUR, who if he cou'd not knock | 


ont his Brains, wou'd put out his Eyes, for he throws 
both Stones and Duſt : This Bungy you muſt know, was of 


the Houſe of Saul, and was therefore mad that the Crown 


was ſhifted from "thence to the Houſe of David; his Prin- 
ciples were hereditary, and therefore (lile Dr. Sa—rel) he 
curſes the Revolution, a thing cuſtomary among thoſe Sort 
of Creatures; for notwithſtanding, tho' David and other 
Kings were call'd to their Office, both by God and the Peo- 
ple, yet among Men of debaucht Principles, on every Occaſion 


theſe Dignities are contemptuouſly ſpoken of, untill at |

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A third Inftance is that Beaſt Haman, Eſt. 3. of whom 
take this following Story. This Hamar, the vileſt of Men, 
by his crafty Inſinuations, had ſo gotten the aſcendant in 
the King's Affections, that he was very ſuddenly advan- 
ced to the higheſt Pinacle of Honour, inſomuch that all 
were commanded to bow the Knee to him: But Mordecai, 
notwithſtanding the King's Command, would not, v. 1, 2. 
whereupon Haman ſwells like a Toad, and was hardly able 
to forbear burſting, or giving vent to his inraged Spirit. 
However, thinking it a thing below him, and coo little 
for his Revenge, to vent all upon one Man, reſolves there- 
fore to ſpend it in the univerſal Extirpation of the Jewiſh 
Nation; and in order thereunto, this Amalelite careſſeth 


the King after this manner, ſaying, There & a certain Peo- 


ple ſcattered abroad and diſperſed among the People in all the 


: Provinces of thy Kingdom, & c. Eſt. 3. 8. Theſe (ſaith be) 


are a malevolent People, and like to be Miſchievous, 


: being diſperſed throughout the whole Kingdom; and their 


Laws are divers from all People. A Truth indeed, but ſpo- 
ken for a Deviliſh End, to render them odious and ridicu- 
lons, neither keep they the King's Laws, becauſe Mordeeas 


- bowed not to him at the King's Command; and therefore 
he repreſents the whole Party as a parcel of ſtubborn and 
3 refraftory Rebels, that ought to be ſuppreſs'd ; they are 4 
2 Fanatical Faflicus Party, that diſſent from the Worſhip by Law 


ec 3 therefore it is not for the King's Profit to ſuffer 
them. 


Thus while he pretends only the King and Kingdom's 
Profit, leſt Sedition ſhould be excited by theſe Diſſenters, 
he ſolely intends the ſatiating bis own private Luſts, 
which he all the while conceals. Now having thus laid 


open and expoſed that Party as dangerous to the State; 
in the cloſe of all, he harangues the King in a very ſmooth 
manner: If it pleaſe the King, let an irrevocable Decree paſs, 
3 to deſtroy em all, both Root and Branch, ver. 9. Let em be 


cut off from being a Nation, that the Name of Iſrael may be no 
more in Remembrance, Pſal. 83. 4. And to anticipate an 
Objection, that ſo to do, would prove a great Damage ig 
the Tribute of the Empire, he promiſeth to purchaſe their 
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Extirpation with Ten Thouſand Talents of Silver, tho” 
how he ſhould come by ſo much Money, 1s a Secret un- 
known to any; but perhaps he thought to reimburſe 
himſelf, ont of his Prey of the flain Jews; or, tho' I durſt 
not ſay this Beaſt was Lord-Teaſurer, yet doubtleſs he 
being promoted to the higheſt Honours at Court, had many 
Places of Profit, by which he might /ay up Gold as Dust, 
and the Gold of Ophir as the Stones of the Prooks, Job 22. 24. 
However, this Beat ſo wheedles the King, that he 
readily figns the black Bil, ſtuff d with bloody Phraſes, as 
deſtroy, kill, and cauſe to periſh ;, any way, ſo they were hut 
made away; and the Day of this univerſal Slaughter was 
appointed. In the mean while, the Jews in all Provinces, 
faſt, pray, and weep-before the Lord Day and Night. But 
Haman is {till more highly puft up with his mew Honour: 
who was the King's Companion- at the Queen's Banquets : 
And yet Mordecai ſticks in his Stomach, who would nei- 
ther move Cap nor Knee; and therefore before the general 
Slaughter Day, Aardecai muſt be hang'd up for his Obſti- | 
nacy, and a Gallows of 25 Yards high is accordingly erec- [7 
red at Hamar's Door, little thinking it was for himſelf 7 
to hang thereon, But ſee how by a marvellous turn off 
Providence Mordecai is indeed advanced, not on Hamans 
Gallows, bus on the King's Great Horſe, to the great 
Mortification of Haman, who pulling his Night-Cap over | 
his Eyes, fits down aſtoniſh'd and confounded. Yet this 
was but the beginning of Sorrows; for Haman, now heart: 
leſs and hopeleſs, is haſten'd away to the Banquet, where 
he meets his Fate, for on a ſudden, and unexpected, were 
all his ſecret Intreagues diſcover d. O Wheel of Divine ., 
Providence! for yeſterday havghty Haman, chief Miniſter {x 
of State, is now grov'ling on the Ground; he that had
